REPORT ON FORESTS. 
COVER MILLIONS OF ACRES. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The divi- 
sion of customs and insular affairs of 
the War Department has made public 
a summary of the first report of the 
Philippine Bureau of Forestry, or- 
ganized in its present form under an 
order of the military government. 
dated April 14, 1899. Its first work was 
confined to ascertaining the condi- 
tions of the records received from the 
Spanish government under which that 
bureau had not only had the care of 
the forests, but also the survey of the 
public lands. 

The laws in force at the time of the 
American occupation are said to be in 
line with the most advanced foreign 
legislatiqn of Burope, but were not 
fully enforced and licensed the cutting 
of any and everything. The result was 
that valuable rubber, gutta percha and 
yilang-ylang trees were taken, and the 
most valuable used as firewood. 

The old regulations were translated 
and revised, taking effect in their new 
form on July 1 last. They provide for 
a system of licensing by which permits 
to cut timber can be secured, the fees 
being based upon the different varte- 
ties, of which 396 are named in the or-

“The need of officers for sea duty is 
steadily growing, and at times the de- 
partment is seriously embarrassed by 
lack of necessary officers to properly 
man vessels required for immediate 
service. This need will be still greater 
when vessels authorized or building 
are completed and ready for commis- 
sion. The report of the Bureau of 
Navigation represents that it would be 
impossible at the present time to man 
our available fleet were an emergency 
to oceur demanding such action. Atten- 
tion is earnestly invited to the detailed 
suggestions of this report and to the 
statement that, with the completion of 
vessels now under an im- 


For many years it has been found 
difficult to enlist a sufficient number of 
the seamen class to supply the demand. 
To obviate this difficulty the depart- 
ment decided to train its own seamen 
from raw material, and during the past 
year has five vessels to the 
special duty of fitting landsmen be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 26 for the 
higher naval ratings. 

“This method differs from that of the 
apprentice system, in that it opens the 
door to the enlistment and immediate 
training of young men who possess lit- 
tle or no nautical knowledge or sea ex- 
perience, and gives them an opportu- 
nity to a ire the habit of the sea and 
a know!) of the practical mechan- 
ical appliances which are found on 
board the modern man-of-war.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

He recommends that the grade of 
vice-admiral be revived, and that the 
statutes be amended to give relief to 
Officers serving in newly- acquired 
waters which are not now considered 
as “beyond seas.”

NEW VESSELS. 

Ten new vessels, including battle- 
ships Kearsarge and Kentucky, have 
been added since the last report, and 
contracts dated December 14, 1899, for 
construction of six protected cruisers 
authorized by the act of March 3, 1899, 
have been awarded. The purchase of 
submarine torpedo boat Holland is also 
noted, as well as the fact that con- 
tract was entered into August 25, 1900, 
for construction of six such boats at 
$170,000 each. Five colliers have been 
fitted out with merchant crews since 
July 1. 1800, and utilized for the trans- 
portatfon of coal to our possessions 
abroad, As a component part of the 
war fleet, a repair ship is desirable, 
ORDNANCE. 

Work under the Bureau of Ordnance 
during the past year has kept up with 
the steadily increasing demands of the 
naval service for ordnance terial of: 
all descriptions. Armanent of vessels 
heretofore authorized, of which forty- 
eight are now under construction, will 
be ready for installation by the time 
the vessels themselves are sufficiently 
advanced to receive it... An increased 


supply 


manufacture of smokeless powder by 
the Government has been successfully 
carried on during the past year, and 
three battleships and one cruiser have 
received supplies. There is still 1437 
tons of armor to be manufactured 
on old contracts, and 36,810 tons to be 
contracted for. 

A board has been appointed to se- 
lect a site for a dry dock in the Phil- 
ippines. The 10-000-ton steel floating 
dry dock at Havana is being inspected 
with a view to purchase, and the one 
under construction for use at Algiers, 
La., will be towed to its destination in 
May or June next, mprovements at 
various navy yards am needed. 

HEALTH. 

The annual report of. the Surgeon- 
Genera] shows that the health of the 
navy and Marine Corps during the past 
year has been very satisfactory. Not 
only was the total number of cases un- 
der treatment smaller than for several 
years, but the death rate from disease 
was less than the average for the same 


period. Owing to deaths from gunshot 


wounds, the mortality. rate from in- 
juries was, however, somewhat greater 
than usual. During the past year a 
large proportion of the naval force has 
been employed on the | Asiatic station, 
principally about the Philippines.

NAVAL ACADEMY. 

Attention is called to the report of 
the board of visitors and to its recom- 
mendations, particularly with reference 
to the age limit of cadets and to the 
period of probation; also to the recom- 
mendation of the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation that a training vessel 
be built for the Naval Academy suffi- 
ciently large to accommodate not less 
than 300 cadets, the increase in the 
number of cadets necessitating greater 
facilities for training afloat. The re- 
quest of the civilian professors at the 
Naval Academy that their salaries 
should be revised is entitled to consid- 
eration. Action has been taken under 
and in accordance with the att of June 
7, 1900, with reference to the new build- 
ings authorized therein, and the pre- 
paratory work is under way. 

STATE NAVAL MILITIA, 

The department last year gave the 
various State naval militias, which are 
an important element in the general 
scheme of national defense, a tour of 
duty on ship, with the object 
of so instructing them in man-of-war 
routine and duties as to enable them 
upon the outbreak of war to have suffi- 
cient knowledge to be of practical use 
on our naval vessel. The same facili- 
ties were again offered this year, al- 
though some of the State organizations 
failed to take advantage of them. 

NATIONAL NAVAL RESERVE. 

Congress should make provision, as 
recommended in the last annual re- 
port, for enrolling, in addftion to the 
naval] militia, a naval reserve of a na- 
tional character, which shall be under 
the call and general direction of the 
Navy Department. 

WAR COLLEGE. 

The usual course of instruction and 
lectures at the Naval War College this 
year has been supplemented by practi- 
cal exercises in naval maneuvers. The 
vessels of the North Atlantic suadron, 
pedo fleet, and the fortifications 
about Nwport, R. L, were utilized in 


A general board has been made, of

The total appropriations fpr the fiscal 


year ending June 20, 1900, amounted to

drawn. 


The establishment of a naval station 
at Samoa, the successful survey for a 
trans-Pacific cable, and experiments 
with wireless telegraphy are noted, as 
well as the improvement of the coaling 
stations. A hall of public records ts de- 
clared to be necessary, and the consoli- 
dation of the bureaus of construction 
and repair, steam engineering and 
equipment is again urged. Reduction 
of the term of enlistment of the mem- 
bers of the Marine Corps to four years 
is suggested. The present claasifica- 
tion of war vessel should be done away 
with as obsolete, and the President 
should be authorized to establish class! 
fications susceptible of modification 
from time to time. 

INCREASE OF THE NAVY. 

The general board, of which the ad- 
miral of the navy is president, rec- 
ommend the following increase or the 
navy: Battleships, 2; armored cruisers, 
2; gunboats, 6; destroyers, 2; torpedo 
boats, 3; transport, 1; training ships, 2. 
Four of the five members of the E 
on Construction recommend: Un- 
sheathed battleships of about 13,500 
tons trial displacement, 3; unsheathed 
armored cruisers of about 13,000 tons 
trial displacement, 2; sheathed and 
coppered cruisers of about 2000 tons 
trial displacement, 6; sheathed and 
coppered gunboats of about 600 tons 
trial displacement, 6; sheathed and 
coppered light-draft gunboats of about 
200 tons trial displacement, 10: colliers 
of about 14,500 tons displacement, 2; 
repair ship of about 7500 tons dis- 
placement, 1; transport of about 7000 
tons displacement, 1. The fifth member 
recommends: Sheathed and cappered 
battleships of about 14,000 tons trial 
displacement and 19 knots trial speed, 
2; sheathed and coppered armored 
cruisers of about 14,000 tons trial dis- 
placement and 22 knots trial speed, 2; 
sheathed and coppered protected cruis- 
ers of about 12,500 tons trial displace- 
ment and not less than 24 knots trial 
8 2; light-draft gunboats, spe- 
clally designed for river service, of 
about 600 tons trial displacement and 
10 knots trial speed, 12. 

“All the vessels thus recommended 
are desirable in the prospective devel- 
opment of our naval force,” the Sec- 
retary says; “but in view of the num- 
ber of large fighting vessels already 
authorized, some of them hardly be- 
gun, the department is of opinion that 
Congress at its coming session should 


‘be asked for only two battleships and 


two armoréd cruisers, all of the maxi- 
mum displacement specified; that at 
least six light-draft gunboats and some 
small craft for river service are espe- 
ally desirable in connection with our 
insular service, and that the colliers, 
training ships, transport and répair 
ship are the necessary accompantment 
of the general recent increase of the 
navy, both in its fighting force and in 
the enlarged range of its operations. 
The department therefore makes its 
recommendation in accordance with 
this opinion.” 

Under the head of “Rewards of OM- 
cers,” considerable attention is paid to 
the advancement of certain officers over 
the heads of others, thus delaying the 
promotion of the latter. who may also 
be deserving. A remedy is found in 
either of the two bills before Congress, 
one of which provides that such ad- 
vancement shall not interfere with the 
regular promotion of other officers en- 
titled thereto, and the other bill pro- 
vides for three classes of medals—the 
“honor,” “courage” and “service 
medals—to be presented by the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of War.

. Creditors of the Count and Countess 
Attempt to Prevent Payment of Her

Bric-a-brac Dealer,

MEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Samuel Un- 
termeiler applied to and obtained today 
from Justice Fitzgerald, sitting in the 
Supreme Court, an injunction order re- 
turnable on Monday next, against the 
Count and Countess Castellane, Edwin 
and George Gould, Howard Gould and 
Helen M. Gould, ag trustees under the 
will of Jay Gould, restraining them 
from paying to Anna Gould, Countess 
De Castellane, any part of the estate 
in the hands of the trustees, or from 
applying any part of the trust fund to 
the debts of Anna Gould, or to her 
support or that of her children, until 
the further action of the court. 

The plaintiff in the suit is Anthony 
J. Ditmar, who sues as assignee of 
Asher Wertheimer, a London bric-a- 
brac dealer. The complaint, which is 
a long printed document, contains 
copies of drafts drawn by Wertheimer 
and accepted in writing by the Count 
and Countess of Castellane; amounting 
to upward of $350,000, of which $285,000 
and upward are past due. It is alleged 
that Anna Gould has $18,000,000 held 
in ‘trust for her by her brothers and 
sister, and that her income is about 


,000. 

It is claimed that $250,000 a year is 
all that the Count and Countess re- 
quire for their support, and the 
plaintiff asks that the remainder of the 
income should be applied to the pay- 
ment of the couple’s debts. It is said 
that over $250,000 of surplus income 
has already accumulated, which ought 
to be used for this purpose. The pres- 

nt suit is 8 id to be a test case, and 
t is reported is backed by other cred- 
itors than Wertheimer. 

A few weeks ago George Gould was 
appointed guardian for the Countess 
De Castellane in a decision in th? 
French court. e creditors claim 
that the purpose of this proceeding was 
to get the property of the Countess De 
Castellane away from attack by ber 
creditors, 80 ag to enable the Goulds to 
force settlement of the debts at their 
own time and on their own terms.

Fern Rietow is 6 years old, and an 
orphan.

She is intelligent far beyond half a 
dozen years; she knows. 

She first came into pubiic notice sev-

her while she lived in his home at the 
instance of her grandparents and 
guardians of fan Francisco. e 
uncle's conduct caused the Police Court 
to give the girl over to the Humane 
Society, which finally found a home for 
her with the Jensens. 

On October 25 the grandparents re- 
signed as guardians, whereupon Hu- 
mane Officer Craig induced the Jensens 
to adopt Fern before another guardian 
could be appointed. The adoption pro- 
ceedings were had before Judge Smith 
on November 1. On November 2 Mrs. 
Nichols, the aunt, was appointed guard- 
jan in San Francisco, and promptly

CONTRACT WITH A BOAT IN IT. 


The case wherein H. J. Woollacott, 
the wine merchant, is suing the WII- 
mington Transportation Company to 
recover $10,000 on an alleged contract, 
went to trial in Judge Fitzgerald's de- 
partment of the Superior Court yes- 
terday. 

In February, 1898, Woollacott con- 
tracted with the Bannings to put up

In its answer much stress is laid on 
that clause in the contract which pro- 
vides that the Hermosa should do 
Alaskan trips only so long as the net 
profits amounted to $1500 a month er 
more. The first trip in March, 1898, 
cost $12,000, while the receipis 
amounted to but $6600, besides the ex- 
penses of a break-down 800 miles from 
Seattle on the way home, necessita- 
ting the services of atug. Other trirs 
Were not made because diligent drum- 
ming failed to elicit enough traffic. 
The Klondike boom was punctured 
about that time.

Not a murmur 
of protest, ‘tis said, was heard from 
him when the ship was returned to 
San Pedro in June, 1898, and now is 
thought to be too late.

In the eyes of the law she was a con- 
fessed shoplifter, but after all she was 
only a worn, tired littl woman with 
quivering lips and eyes that were red 
with weeping. Because she could not 
bear to think of her old mother going 
without a Christmas present and was 
too poor to buy one, Mrs. L. Pollody 
had stolen a hat from Hamburger's, 
and a bit of ribbon from another store. 

The case was such a piteous one that 
the law did not lash very hard when 
she held up her shoulders yesterday. 
Justice Austin fined her $20 and gave 
her until December 15 to pay it. Prac- 
tically the sentence is indefinitely sus- 
pended, for on December 15 the pay- 
ment will be again deferred, probably. 
No judge could have the heart to wring 
money from her. 

Mrs. Pollody’s mother is 77 years old. 
she is 4. They live out beyond 
Hoover street and Mrs. Pollody takes 
boarders and manages to make ends 
meet somehow or another, but it is not 
easy. They are very poor. 

Mrs. Pollody has always born an ex- 

cellent reputation. She has been a 
church member in good standing. The 
disgrace of her arrest is a terrible 
grief to her. 
In court she entered her plea of 
guilty in a broken whisper, and her 
tears were a stab to the court officials 
who are used to scenes. There are 
some women who try to cajole the 
court with their tears, but they always 
weep too enthisiastically.

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CULMINATION OF MOVEMENT 
NEW CHURCH. 

Rev. R. M. Webster Will Lead the 


The Christian Socialists of Los An- 
geles and Southern California formed 
a “union” at the meeting held last 
evening in the rooms of the Camera 
Club, No. 321 South Hill street. This 
is. the culmination of the movement 
which was started a few weeks ago 
toward the organization of a new 
Socialist Church. On account of the 
identification with the vement of 
persons of various religio sects, the 
orgenization is to be called a union in- 
stead of a church, and its clergyman, 
Rev. R. M. Webster, formerly of this 
city, but now of Palo Alto, will be 
designated “president.” 

There were about 150 persons pres- 
ent at the meeting, and seventy-five 
of that number identified themselves 
with the union. Subscriptions were 
made which will give the organization 
am ly income of %45, and more 


will de forthcoming, the members say. 


The object of the movement is ex- 
plained by the ritual er by-laws which 
were adopted. They are an extract 
from a letter “rom Rev. Mr. Webster 
James T. Van Rensselaer, who is 
of the chief workers in the cause. 
Following is the extraet: 

* oo that genuine justice must 
seek to express itself in ak human re- 
latione—that it can never be satisfied 
with less than perfect equity in all 
public and social, as well as in pri- 
vate affairs—that it must ever strive 
to secure, to all W or the full 
and equal possession of their common 
inheritance—to-wit, the earth with its 
lands and waters, its forests, minerals 
and all natural resources, together wiih 
that social product ef all the past, 
called civilization, with its arts, sci- 
ences, literatures, opportunities and 
pleasures—that the ‘principles of this 
perfect equity are clearly seen in the 
teachings of Jesus, and that the surest 
inspiration to the practice of it is in 
a simple and rational religious faith 
such as His, we. undersigned, do 
nssociate ourselves to form a Christian 
Social Union, that we may promote 
both in ourselves and in the community 
a clearer recognition and a more 
h y practice of that perfect equity. 

“In harmony with which we agree 

„1. That any one may become a 
member of this union by signing his 
or her name, in testimony of agree- 
ment with this general purpose, upon 
our roll of members. ; 

“9 That the officers of this union 
shall be a president, to conduct the 
regular Sunday service, to act as 
chairman of other public meetings, and 
to represent the union in other pulpits 
and on other platforms as occasion 
may occur—a  secretary-treasury, to 
keep the records and the money of 
this union, subject to direction by the 
union—a board of five trustees to pro- 
vide place of meeting, to a com- 
mittee of ways and means, and to hold 
and care for the property of the 
union—a Music Committee of three of 
which the president might be one, and 
a Press Committee to furnish for such 
papers as may desire it, such report 
of the meetings and work of the union 
as may seem likely to do good. 

“3. That the unien shal] hold a reg- 
ular meeting on Sunday afternoon at 
3. and a weekly meeting every Mon- 
day evening, and such other meetings 
as. to the majority, may seem desir- 


able. 

“4. That the officers shall be elected 
for one year, or to serve until their 
successons are elected. 

„. That the onnval meeting shall 
be on the first Monday in December. 

“6. That these by-laws may be added 
to or altered at any regular meeting, 
two-thirds of the members of the union 
agreeing thereto.”

j buuaing is that on the banks of the 


Smoky Hill River, a few miles east of 
Kanopolis, Elisworth county, Kansas. 
It is known as the home of the cliff 
dweilers, and richly deserves the name. 
It is a huge cliff sixty feet high, ris- 
ing sheer from the bottomlands along 
the river, and a few hundred feet from 
the banks of the stream. 
headquarters of an old band of Indians, 
and the records of the tribe are cut 
deep in the face of the wall, stilt clear 
and sharp after long centuries of west- 
ern wind and storm. 

At the base et the cl'T are limestcne 
caves washed cut by tne waters of 
other days and enlarged by the people 
of this generation. Doors have been 
fixed tn the openings that lead to the 
outer air, and, of course, all the light 
comes from that direction. 

The caves are used by the people for 
various purposes, but the moat inter- 
esting is that of holding the district 
school. For this purpose has been se- 
lecte@ a room 12x14 feet square and 
with high ceilings. In one corner has 
been fitted un the teacher's desk, and 
the maps and charts are fastened to 

e wall. The rough rocks arth over 
the whole and the pupils are sur- 
rounded by walls that are cool and 
solid, while their seats and desks are 
placed on the earthen The light 
comes from the door, though there 1s 
at times a necessity of a lam» when 
the skies are lasers.

The great trees cutside—oak, 
cottonwood and box elder——hide fhe 
cliff from the sun in spring and sum- 
mer and make t a celightful resort.“

A few years ago such pic- 
tures were unknown, but today they 
are so common as to cause no com- 
ment among the majority.

suit. The Spenish war started thé n 
in full cry after horrors. The Philip- 
pine war gave additional opportunities. 
The South African war furnished more 
material. The Chinese troubles have 
still further increased the field. 

In whatever illustrated p one 

up there are found 

trenches full dead 
fields with dead scattered 
them, pictures of dead men with 
ghastly eyes staring one in’ the face, 
bodies shattered out of all semblance 
to humanity, twisted legs and arms, 
severed members, pools of blood. dying 
horses, surgeons amputating limbs, etc. 
Every pictorial paper is a chamber of 
horrors. If there be a flood or a fire, 
or a famine the corpses of the victims 
are phosographet in all their hideous- 
ness and set before the eyes of those 
who shudder even to read the story.

To perfect the 
idea he shut himself up in his work- 
chop for eight days, having his meals 
passed into him and refusing to see 
anybody. At last he was completely 
successful. This and a subsequent ma- 
chine for setting pins in paper 
Slocum preserved as his own secrets 
for years, till they were at last bought 
from him by the Americar. pin com-

ering Three Centuries. 


{Chicago Inter-Ocean:} The Philip- 
pine islands, like Japan, are in a state 
ef almost incessant tremor. Most of 


these vibrations cf the earth’s surface 


are so slight that they can be ob- 
served only by seismozraphs, the in- 
strument invented for automatically 
recording movements of the earth's 
erust. Many others are slightly per- 
ceived, but are not recorded as earth- 
quake, for they do no damage what- 
ever, 1 they are vo frequent in 
eartiquauke countries that the general 
public pays little or no attention to 
them. Lome time before the last in- 
surfrection against Spanish rule began 
M. Saderra of Manila collected all the 
historical notices of earthquakes in the 
Philippines that could he found in the 
archives at the capital. They extended 
over a period of nearly three centuries, 
from 1599 to 1865, during which time 
nearly one thousand earthquake shocks 
were recorded. It is quite certain 
that in the list, he collected only a 
small part of the earth movements, 
that might properly be called earth- 
quakes, were included. The reason 
for thinking so is that after the cetab- 
lishment of the Manila Observatory 
in i865, when more careful obsgerva- 
tions began to be made, 457 earth- 
quakes were recorded iu the thirteen 
years, 1866-79. This did nét include 
any seismograph recurds, for these in- 
atruments were not introduced until 
long after the terrible earthquake of 
1880 had convinced the director of the 
observatory that it was highly desira- 
ble to improve the facilities for earth- 
quake observation. 

It was not, however, till 1887 that 
seismographs were finally introduced, 
and they were in an almost constant 
state of vibration till the observatory 
was closed, on account of the war, in 
1897. Now that better times dawn- 
ing for the Philippines, it jis to be 
ho that the of the observatory 
will soon be resumed, for the islands 
are a very important field) for the 
study of meteorology, te mag- 
netism and earthquakes.

The Villa Murat, Once the Heme of 


Eliza and Caroline Bonaparte is Be- 
ing Torn Down, 


{Rome Correspondent Pall Mall Ga- 
zette:]. Like so many landmarks in 
these days of commercia! interests, a 
Bonaparte villa at Trieste is being de- 
molished to make way for warehouses. 
It is a sad pity to let so interesting a 
relic be done away with, and, indeed,

ree Bacciocchi. The latter, when the 
second restoration closed the first 
ricd of the Bonaparte history, one 
said to Talleyrand.

A moment later Foss saw Chauncey 
Poor, the brother of the doomed man, 
co from the rear of the building 
hat! and shoeless. Poor laughed 
and said: “I lost everything, but 
never mind.” Poor did not offer any 
explanation of the fire.

rested by Night Officer Lindskow an 
hour or two after the fire on a charge 
of disturbing the peace, told the Cor- 
oner’s jury that before the fire he had 
left the house where he and his one- 

brother lived to go down town. 
He said that he left the gasoline 
burner turned half on, and told his 
brother that ff the stew in the pot 
over it boiled too freely he was to 
turn the gasoline off. When he re- 
turned he smelled gasoline and found 
the flame out. His brother «aid he had 
turn it out.
